known this spring. The river has broken 
in places from one to three hundred 
miles apart, causing gorges which have 
Hooded the country in many places, but 
owing to the scarcity of people, but little 
damage has Ik»cii done above this point. 


I The river gorged hereupon its breaking 
at Fort Li ncolu, five miles below, causing 
an overflow of the batiks into Mandan, 
opposite Bismarck. It is thought all til? 
people reached tin* bluffs safely, but 
their sufferings last night and to-day 
must be indescribable. All communica­ 
tion is cutoff, as the wires are down ami 
it is impossible to cross the river. There 
is four feet of water and large chunks of 
boating ice in the streets of the unfor­ 
tunate city, and the thermometer has 
been down to 12 degress above zero for 
the past twenty-four hours. To-night 
the water is still thirty feet above low 
water mark, and with no signs of giving 
way. 
Mayor George Peoples, with a skiff 
and crew, rescued four men from the ice 
in the bottoms below town to-day. One, 
named Pategreer, was boating on a piece 
of ice unable to speak. Tho people 
walked over two miles on gorged ice to 
get him. 
The river is four miles wide here. The 
railroad and government warehouses at 
the levee were damaged considerably, 
and the end is not yet. 
It is feared that 
still another gorge is above. 
Over 200 
head of cattle in the bottoms in this vi­ 
cinity perished. 
Bismarck is twenty 
feet above the present rise, therefore it is 
safe, as the river would have to be over 
twenty miles wide before the city’s base 
could be reached. 
St* Paul, March 31.—Specials from 
Yankton to the Pioneer Press, report 
that the town of Green Island, opposite 
there, was swept away entirely by tho 
Hood of water and tho avalanche of ice 
which was 
precipitated 
against 
it. 
Churches, stores, aud dwellings went 
down in a common ruin.

When 
the gorge broke at Yankton, the mighty 
torrent rushed ou down the river, and 
came upon Vermillion with such sudden­ 
ness that the telegraph operator had 
hardly time to give notice and then to 
escape by climbing the hills. The steam 
ferry at Vermilion was last seen in a sea 
of ice, and rapidly going to pieces. As 
the ice breaks, still higher up on the 
Missouri and its tributaries, a repetition 
of ti lese gorges aud Hoods may be expect­ 
ed. Already incalculable damage has 
been done, and how* many lives have lice ii 
lost will never be known.

ployed in the highest courts of the laud. 
Yet in the multiplicity of cares grow­ 
ing out of such extensive practice, he 
found time to cultivate his taste for gen­ 
eral literature, and gratify his love for so­ 
ciety aud home. 
As a politician, Senator Carpenter was 
never distinguished. He was too inde­ 
pendent a nature to be controlled by the 
narrow policy which characterizes the 
mere politician. 
He hail remained a 
conservative Democrat until the issue, 
during the dark days of the war, of tliat 
manifesto known as the Ryan address. 
lie then led tho revolt of a band of true 
Democrats who loved country better 
than party. 
At his invitation, a meeting 
was held in Milwaukee, at which a con­ 
sultation t*x>k place as to what they 
should do. Judge McArthur was pres­ 
ent, and the lion. Lucius Fairchild, Hon. 
C. D. Robinson, Hon. A. Hyatt Smith, 
and some others, myself among the num­ 
ber. The mass meeting aud Janesville 
address followed, and Mr. Carpenter’s 
relations with the Democratic party were 
severed forever. Throughout the war he 
supported the most vigorous war meas­ 
ures, aud spoke in their favor oftener 
than any other man in tho State, and no 
other man could speak so well. 
Till Hie year 18151), Mr. Carpenter was 
so void of political ambition that he was 
never voluntarily a candidate for office; 
but it could not be expected that abili­ 
ties like his would not in time necessari­ 
ly drift from the sphere of law into the 
still wider one of statesmanship. In that 
year he was elected to the United States 
Senate, and at once took a leading posi­ 
tion in that great deliberative body, 
which has no peer in tho w’orld. His 
contemporaries from Hie older States ad­ 
mitted that the great xvest had not spoken 
through an intellect so logical, so com­ 
prehensive and in tones so eloquent and 
persuasive, since tho voice of Henry Clay 
had tilled tho Senate Chamber. Though 
from the hour Mr. Carpenter cast his for­ 
tunes with tile Republican party, he re­ 
mained essentially true to its principles. 
His in ti* ll cot was so broad, that he saw, 
what is sometimes an inconvenience, 
both sides of a question. 
It is generally admitted that meu have 
not yet reached that stage of evolution, 
where tho opinions of tho wisest of them 
can be considered infallible; and party 
polities are but an agglomeration of those 
still fallible individuals. 
The violent partisan of any party is 
usually the man whose vision is so lim­ 
ited that lie has but one point of view of 
any question; or who, from motives of 
policy, chooses to shut his eyes to all 
other points. Mr. Carpenter belonged to 
neither of these classes. 
He was too 
great for one, aud too honest for the 
the other. 
When tho change in political feeling 
in 1875 deprived him for a time of his 
seat in the Senate, he returned quietly to 
the practice of ins profession, aud did not 
descend from a great position to become 
a place-hunter or a lobbyist. In 1879, Mr. 
Carpenter was again elected to the Sen­ 
ate, but discase had already fastened up­ 
on his athletic frame, and though his in­ 
tellect remained as vigorous as ever, lie 
did not Renter as a combatant in that 
arena, in whose contests ho had once so 
delighted. His career was closed amid a 
sorrow which, in our own State, is as jier- 
sonal as it is deep; and the soil of Wis­ 
consin will soon hold all that remains of 
Matthew ll. Carpenter, tliau whom she 
had “no mightier son.”

Even Commodore 
Nutt seemed tall by thesidejof the Ixonia 
dwarf. Lewis had a round face, with an 
intelligent look, blue eyes, black, bushy 
hair, and fair complexion. Ho was per­ 
fect aud symmetrical in form, except that 
his bauds were without thumbs, and one 
foot was a club and slightly turned, in at 
the ankle. He was fond of dress—his fa­ 
vorite coat being the conventional blue 
frock with brass buttons. It was usually 
found impossible to Aud a bat small 
enough for hun, which made it necessary 
to make one for him expressly. When 
dressed in his best, he looked like a min­ 
iature Broadway swell. 
He received a common school educa­ 
tion, such os his neighborhood afforded, 
aud Wits usually drawn to school in a lit­ 
tle wagon by his brothers and sisters. He 
was a bright sch olar, both rn the English 
and Welsh languages; was especially 
noted for his retentive memory, anil 
could repeat most of the New Testament 
by heart.

church militant. But, notwithstanding 
his fervor as a religionist, the uttgovern- 
a I lioness of his temper often got the mas­ 
tery of him. When aroused to anger, he 
was quite desperate, and would make it 
somewhat un pleasant fur his brethren of 
the household,—many a time chasing his 
brothers and surfers out of the house on 
such occasions, using his club-foot as a 
weapon lo the best possible advantage. 
He ever maintained by his conduct 
that, though he had bceu outstripped in 
stature, lie was complete master at the 
hearthstone. 
He made a study of agricultural topics, 
and remembered clearly the different 
kinds of gruin the fields had been sown 
with the previous year. A strange peen- | 
banty lio possessed, of pulling his cont 
off at meals and keeping oil his hat. He 
was a hearty eater, and a groat tca-drink- - 
cr,—his death no doubt being hastened I 
by his ravenous apatite. 
He had a great aptitude for making ■ 
money. When a pig, for instance, was 
given him by his sire, tile circumstances 
did not by any manner of means furnish 
an illustration of the adage, “Boy’s pig 
and daddy’s bacon,"—for the progress of 
the growth of the animal was closely 
watched,Ynd, when killed, the money 
obtained from tho pork was soon iii Ha* 
little man’s pocket. So iii tho case of a 
hen; her hiving and iuoulaition* were 
properly noted, and tile profits accruing 
placed where they would do the most 
good. In this way Lewis had accumu­ 
lated some money at the time of his 
death. The greatest distance he ever was 
away from home was when he attended 
a Welsh Church Synod at Oshkosh, a 
few years ago. 
Lewis never exhibited himself, al- 
( though tinmer.)us offers had been made 
• to .lo so. 
P. T. Barnum had his photo- 
j graph, aud wrote him on the sub- j 
I ject of making an engagement with him, j 
I other showmen corresjxmded w ith him, . 
j having the same object in view; hut to j 
j all such lie turned a deaf ear.

was, that In* never forgot a name,—some­ 
thing that few, of more robust lx>dy aud 
greater intellect than he, could boast of. 
John Lewis exercised tho right of 
suffrage for the first time last fall,—Gar­ 
field receiving his vote for President, and 
Humphrey E. Humphrey, DemoorrfT, Jus 
neighbor and friend, for Assemblyman.

Garfield had not only the largest support, 
hut Ihe smallest supporter, id tho coun­ 
try.

T H E C I T Y C H A R T E R . 
To the Editor. 
I noticed in your issue of the 26th ult., 
a statement in reference to the revision 
of the city charter, and as the article Bl­ 
inded to has caused some discussion, I 
desire to call your attention to the sub­ 
ject for a moment and to correct some 
statements made in tile said article. 
Yon say in substance that it will strike 
the average tax-payers as a cause of just 
fault-finding, that the work of revision 
was not given more time and the benefit 
of more experienced attorneys that the 
unconstitutional provisions spoken of 
might have been discovered. Now’ it 
may not have occurred to you, but it is 
none the less a fact that each oho of the 
provisions referred to was carefully con­ 
sidered by myself and the judiciary com­ 
mittee under whom 
I was working 
Governor Smith has informed us of no 
new fact when he says there are ques­ 
tionable clauses in our charter. There 
always have been and always will be, as 
there are very many questions of munici­ 
pal law in an unsettled state. 
As to the first objectionable clause, 
i. e ; requiring a residence of 20 days in 
a w ard to entitle persons to vote. I 
know of no decision holding that such a 
clause in a municipal char ter is unconsti­ 
tutional, aud as we have acted under that 
fir a similar provision for about thirty 
years, I hail no thought of striking it 
from 
the 
charter, 
and 
sVould 
not 
do 
so 
now’. 
Anoth­ 
er 
alleged 
objectionable 
clause 
is that relieving the city from liability in 
case of injury from defective sidewalks 
and making the lot owners wholly res- 
jRmsible. The constitutionality of that 
clause is unquestionably doubtful, as a 
similar one has been called iii question 
by the Supreme Court, but if I recollect 
aright not directly decided. That very 
question is now pending in the case of 
Spencer vs. the City of Janesville, and 
would have been argued before Judge 
Conger 
this 
week, 
had 
I 
been able to attend to the matter. I was 
perfectly willing to let the courts settle 
that question and I was not willing to 
decide it against the city by striking the 
clause from the charter, for doing which, 
while there remained auy doubts upon 
the subject I should have been justly 
blameable. 
The other grounds of unconstitutional­ 
ity are of no consequence whatever beiug 
questions, which, if unconstitutional, 
the courts would so hold if they should 
ever arise, aud by so holding would vir­ 
tually strike them from the charters. 
They do not go to tho merits of the char­ 
ter. You say further that the revised 
charter is incoherent abd obscure. That 
I can not believe. Nor do I think any 
such conclusion will be reached by a pe­ 
rusal of the bill. By far the greatest 
portion as placed before the Legislature 
w’as drawn by olio 
of 
the 
ablest 
and 
most 
careful 
lawyers 
at the Rock county bar, and it has Ihvu 
revised by other experienced and careful 
lawyers, and that charter so drawn and 
*’ ised with the ameudnents which have 
K en made to it, all drawn by lawyers, in­ 
corporated; that is the charter now be­ 
fore the Legislature. Not more than a 
dozen new sections 
were added, and 
when the Gazette says that our most 
careful lawyers have failed to write the 
English 
language understaudingly, I 
must beg leave to differ w’ith i t 
Then Mr. Editor you state that the 
revision of tho charter has cost tho city 
between throe and four hundred dollars 
I can not think you mean to make a false 
statement, but mere blundering guess­ 
work is equally bail w’hen you state it as 
an absolute fact. 
The entire expense to tho city for work 
done on the charter including all expen­ 
ses w’as tw’o hundred and thirty dollars 
and eighty cents, and that money, even 
as 
the 
matter 
now 
stands, 
has 
been 
spend 
to 
a 
good 
purpose as tho charter is now in excellent 
condition for further improvement anil** 
correction which can be done with great­ 
er ease as the printed bill is now before 
us. 
I 
have 
as 
yet 
failed 
to learn any sufficient reason why the 
Governor refused to approve the bill. 
Certainly two or three provisions which 
have been in our charter from ten to 
thirty years and which the Governor ad­ 
mits are in many other municipal char­ 
ters can furnish no satisfactory excuse 
for action which, to say the least, is over­ 
nice. That the charter is too long can be 
of no possible interest to him, as that is a 
question 
whether 
the 
city 
can 


afford to print it, and such questions 
should be left to the members from this 
district, and not be made excuses for ve­ 
toing local bills. 
While the Governor 
says the charter should bo cut down one- 
half, I know of no part that could be 
spared. The object of the revision or 
compilation of the charter was, not to 
write a new charter, but to take the old 
one aud incorporate tho amendments 
which 
have 
been 
passed 
since 
1866, 
harmonizing 
the 
whole 
as mach as possible. That was done 
and tile charter as it now stands is in 
good working shape, and it is to be re­ 
gretted that .the 
Governor has pre-* 
vented us from exercising our discretion 
and using a charter prepared by, and un­ 
der the regularly constituted agents of 
the city. His dictation in a matter pure­ 
ly local, is to say the least, more striking 
than palatable.
